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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  ADD  GENTLEMEN 
OF  THE  RICHMOND  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  Jlst  December,  1963* 

The  report  follows  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Minister  of 

Health. 


Once  again  the  vital  statistics  may  be  considered  satisfactory, 
the  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  -  557?  compares 
with  518  in  the  year  1962,  and  the  birth  rate  (corrected  by  the 
Comparability  Factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General),  at  25*16  is 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  V/ales  at  18.20.  The  number  of 
illegitimate  births,  which  last  year  decreased  from  20  in  1961  to  9? 
this  year  increased  to  23* 

The  death  rate  (again  corrected  by  the  Comparability  Factor)  at 
13.28  (11.08  in  1962)  compares  with  the  National  Rate  at  12.20. 

There  were  eight  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  of 
the  deaths  three  were  under  one  week  of  age.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  at  14*36  is  lower  than  the  National  Rate  at  20.90.  Prematurity 

still  remains  the  main  cause  for  these  infantile  deaths. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths 
during  the  year.  Still  births  at  7*13  are  lower  than  the  corresponding 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  at  17.30. 

On  considering  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  -  159?  the 
male  deaths  at  91  were  higher  than  the  total  for  1962  (84) ,  female  deaths 
68,  were  also  an  increase  on  the  total  for  1962  (56). 

The  main  causes  of  death  weres-  heart  diseases  with  32  deaths, 

(38  in  1962),  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  20  deaths 
(22  in  1962),  and  cancer  30,  (26  in  1962),  and  respiratory  disease  other  than 
tuberculosis  23,  (19  in  1962). 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  as  in  1962. 

Two  hundred  and  one  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified 
in  the  District  during  the  year  compared  with  456  in  1962.  The  decrease 
was  mainly  due  to  the  smaller  number  of  measles  occurring  during  the  year, 
168  compared  with  426  in  1962.  During  the  year  1963?  there  were  16 
cases  of  whooping  cough  compared  with  1  in  1962.  Immunisation  against  this 
disease  is  offered  to  babies  along  with  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  and 
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it  is  hoped  eventually,  it  will  he  as  successful  as  that  against 
diphtheria,  of  which  there  were  no  cases  during  the  year.  Two  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  were  notified  in  1963?  scattered  throughout  the  year. 

Eleven  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  in  the  year,  compared  with  9 
in  1962.  Four  of  the  cases  were  in  the  family  of  a  dairy  farmer  near 
Catterick  Village,  in  January.  The  farmer  himself  was  found  to  he 
carrying  the  organisms,  was  suspended  from  work  and  compensated  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1961.  Ho  other  cases  were  traced  to  this  family 
outbreak,  and  the  original  source  of  the  infection  was  not  found.  Six  of 
the  other  cases  occurred  in  a  family  resident  at  the  R.A.F.  Station, 
Catterick  Village,  in  June,  and  the  remaining  case  was  a  soldier  in 
Catterick  Camp. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  in  this  District 
during  the  year  1963* 

There  were  no  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  notified  in  this 
District  during  the  year  1963* 

Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year  compared 
with  nine  cases  in  1962. 

There  were  four  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  in  1963 , 
compared  with  five  in  1962.  There  were  no  cases  of  non -pulmonary 
tuberculosis  notified  during  1963  as  in  1962. 

Immunisation. 

Immunisation  of  children  against  certain  infectious  diseases 
continued,  the  recommended  programme  being  as  follows? - 

Age  3  to  6  months  triple  vaccine  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus  (three  doses). 

Age  7  1°  10  months  -  Oral  (Sabin)  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis 
(three  doses). 

Booster  doses  of  triple  vaccine  at  18  to  21  months,  a  further  booster  dose 
of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  vaccine  at  5  and  8  years. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  recommended  between  1  and  2  years  of  age. 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47.

One  case  required  action  under  this  Section  of  the  Act,  during 
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Fluoridation  of  Water. 

It  is  unfortunate  that,  in  spite  of  the  strong  recommendation 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  water  supplies,  where  the  fluoride  content 
is  less  than  one  part  per  million,  should  have  their  fluoride  content 
brought  up  to  this  figure,  this  has  not  been  done. 

With  the  shortage  of  dentists  in  the  Country,  the  cheapest,  and 
most  effective  means  of  improving  the  condition  of  the  teeth  of  the 
population  is  by  this  method.  I  am  convinced  that  there  is  no  danger  to 
health,  and  that  the  addition  of  one  part  per  million  would  reduce  the 
dental  caries  by  at  least  50$*  It  is  regrettable,  that  a  small 

misguided  body  of  objectors  are  delaying  this  big  step  forward. 

Although  the  North  Riding  County  Council  Health  Committee  is  in 
favour  of  the  principle  of  fluoridation  of  water,  it  is  disappointing  that 
this  Council’s  request  for  fluoridation  of  the  water  supply  for  this  area 
has  not  yet  been  fulfilled. 

Sanitation. 


The  Council  has  continued  with  its  progressive  and  forward 
looking  policy  for  the  general  improvement  of  its  District  within  the 
field  of  environmental  health  and  comfort  amenities. 

The  Council's  water  supply  throughout  the  year  has  been 
wholesome  and  adequate  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the  outlying 
properties,  which  are  supplied  from  their  own  sources.  The  private 
sources  are  checked  and  immediate  steps  taken  to  provide  a  v/holesome 
supply  wherever  necessary.  The  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board, 
into  which  have  been  merged  several  local  water  undertakings ,  has,  as  yet, 
had  no  noticeable  impact,  as  the  Council  agreed  to  act  on  an  Agency  basis 
until  the  organisation  of  the  Board  allowed  them  to  assume  their  full 
responsibilities.  The  scheme  to  provide  water  to  the  village  of  Marske 
was  completed  during  the  year. 

Further  progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  provision  of  sewers 
throughout  the  District,  new  sewerage  schemes  being  commenced  at  Colburn, 
Downholme  and  Ravensworth.  In  addition  the  purchase  of  the 
War  Department  sewers  and  sewage  v/orks  at  Colburn  transferred  the 
responsibility  of  its  upkeep  from  the  War  Department  to  the  Council,  in 
line  with  present  policy.  As  a  result  of  these  schemes  the  more 
populated  areas  of  the  District  will  all  have  sewerage  facilities  provided 
by  the  Council,  and  in  fact,  schemes  are  already  in  hand  in  respect  of 
some  of  the  smaller  parishes,  in  particular  Caldwell,  Dalton,  East  Layton, 
Gayles  and  Marske,  in  addition  to  two  isolated  areas  of  development  at 
Scurragh  Lane,  Skeeby,  and  Moulton  Station  at  North  Cowton. 
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Sanitation  (Contd.) 

The  Council,  as  always,  is  eager  to  secure  the  improvement  of 
houses  lacking  modern  amenities  and  encourages  property  owners  whenever 
possible  to  take  advantage  of  the  various  Improvement  Grants  available. 
Although  the  number  of  Grants  during  the  year  increased  from  thirty-nine 
in  1962  to  forty-eight  this  year,  it  is  still  obvious  that  much  more 
advantage  could  be  taken  in  this  direction,  but  until  compulsory  powers 
are  given  to  Local  Authorities  the  position  will  shov/  little  improvement. 

As  it  is,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  pressure  of  work  on  architects  and 
builders  in  this  area  is  such  that  speeding  up  of  house  improvement  will 
be  almost  impossible. 

As  I  have  reported  in  previous  years,  the  Council  operates  a 
Housing  Advisory  Service  which  was  instituted  in  I96I,  to  assist  and 
advise  prospective  house  purchasers.  To  date,  the  number  of  cases  thus 
assisted  is  approaching  the  thousand  mark.  As  part  of  this  Service  the 
Council  makes  house  mortgages,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  eighty-seven 
applications  for  loans  had  been  received,  eighty-one  of  them  being  granted, 
a  total  of  twenty-nine  being  made  in  1963* 

Although  the  number  of  Council  houses  erected  during  the  year 
was  only  fourteen,  this  makes  a  total  of  seven  hundred  and  eighty-three 
houses  having  been  provided  for  letting  since  the  War.  In  addition 
twenty-eight  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise,  and  with  the  trend 
towards  urban  house-owners  seeking  to  live  in  rural  surroundings ,  there  are 
ample  opportunities  for  this  sort  of  development  in  parts  of  our  district. 
Much  preliminary  work  was  carried  out  on  the  proposed  erection  of  208 
houses  and  bungalows  at  Catterick  Road  and  Piper  Hill,  Colburn.  The 
Council  has  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  and  thought  to  this  project  so 
that  not  only  will  it  be  a  pleasing  estate,  but  as  many  modern  principles 
of  design  and  lay-out  as  possible  shall  be  incorporated. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  work  was  commenced  on  the  erection 
of  a  Group  Dwelling  Welfare  Scheme  at  Gilling  West.  This  scheme  provides 
eight  bungalows,  and  a  block  comprising  four  double  persons  flats  and 
sixteen  single  person  flats,  together  with  Warden  facilities.  This  is  a 
new  type  of  accommodation  to  this  area  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see 
the  effect  of  communal  living  on  the  health  and  well-being  of  elderly 
people. 

Emphasis  has  again  been  placed  on  the  betterment  of  Pood  Hygiene 
in  the  various  food  handling  establishments,  and  whilst  it  has  been  found 
that  the  proprietors  of  such  businesses  are  keen  to  co-operate,  the 
enforcement  of  food  hygiene  measures  is  a  constant  and  never-ending  task. 
Difficulties  are  usually  encountered  as  a  result  of  frequent  staff  changes 
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Sanitation  (Contd.) 

which  seems  to  he  a  peculiarity  of  catering  establishments;  this  means 
of  course,  that  as  soon  as  staff  are  indoctrinated  into  the  practice  of 
good  hygiene,  they  are  replaced,  and  the  whole  process  has  to  recommence. 


I  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr.  McNeil 
and  his  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  at  all  times,  and 
especially  in  compiling  this  report.

The  remainder  of  this  report  has  been  compiled  by  your  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  his  Staff. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 

1.  Particulars  of  Water  Supplies, 

On  the  1st  May,  1963?  the  Council’s  water  undertaking  was  merged 
with  that  of  neighbouring  authorities,  to  form  the  Northallerton  and  the 
Dales  Water  Board.  Until  this  body  became  operational,  the  Council 
agreed  to  carry  on  as  Agents  for  the  Board,  and,  accordingly,  the  details 
in  this  report  have  been  included  on  this  basis. 

During  the  year,  the  scheme  to  provide  water  at  Marske  was 
completed,  and  work  commenced  to  get  the  owners  of  properties  in  the 
village  to  connect  to  the  new  supply.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  three 

properties  were  connected,  and  many  more  were  in  hand.

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5*  Fluoridation. 


Following  the  testing  of  water  supplies  in  1962,  which  showed 
that  the  Fluoride  content  averaged  0.07  parts  per  million,  representation 
was  made  to  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  as  Local  Health  Authority, 
for  the  fluoride  content  to  be  raised  to  the  recommended  1  p.p.m. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1965?  however,  this  had  not  been  achieved. 

6.  Bacteriological  Examinations  in  the  District. 

Sixty-nine  samples  of  water  were  taken  throughout  the  District 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  thirty-eight  of  these  were  from  the 
Council’s  supply,  and  the  remaining  thirty-one  from  private  sources.

As  a  result  of  the  one  suspicious  and  thirteen  unsatisfactory 
samples  from  private  supplies,  two  infected  supplies  were  subsequently 
closed  and  mains  water  substituted.  In  addition,  seven  cisterns  were 
thoroughly  cleansed  and  supplies  from  these  cisterns  were  subsequently 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  unsatisfactory  samples  from  the  Council's  supplies  were  all 
taken  following  heavy  rain  in  the  catchment  area.  This  has  the  effect 
of  polluting  the  water  supply,  but  in  each  case  remedial  measures  had, 
in  fact,  been  taken  between  the  date  of  sampling  and  receipt  of  the 
Bacteriologist's  reports.  Subsequent  follow-up  samples  proved  the 
efficiency  of  the  steps  taken. 
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7*  Action  Taken  in  respect  of  Contamination. 

The  results  of  "bacteriological  examinations  of  the  Council’s 
piped  water  supplies  are  reported  to  the  Council.  The  Council’s 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  and  distribution 
of  water  supplies.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


9.  Sewerage  Systems. 

The  Council’s  programme  of  sewering  all  parishes  continued 
during  the  year,  with  good  progress  "being  made  on  the  schemes  at  Colburn, 
Downholme  and  Ravensworth.  With  effect  from  the  1st  April,  1963,  the 
Council  purchased  the  War  Department  sewers  and  Sewage  Works  at  Colburn, 
and  accepted  responsibility  from  that  date. 

Much  preliminary  work  was  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of 
Caldwell,  Dalton,  East  Layton  and  at  Moulton  Station,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  at  least  some  of  these  schemes  will  be  commenced  in  1964.

10.  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

With  the  completion  of  sewerage  schemes,  many  properties  are 
converting  the  old  privy  and  chemical  closets  to  water  carriage.  The 
Council  assists  property  owners  in  this  work  by  means  of  Conversion  Grants, 
and  during  1963 ,  seventeen  such  grants  were  made.  Thirty-four  more 
conversions  were  carried  out  by  means  of  Improvement  and  Standard  Grants, 
and  as  these  latter  grants  are  instrumental  in  obtaining  not  only  water 
closets,  but  hot  water  systems,  baths  and  wash-basins,  this  type  of  aid  is 
much  more  satisfactory. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


11.  Refuse  Collection  Service. 

This  Service  is  operated  by  direct  labour  administered  by  the 
Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  A  weekly  kerbside  collection  is 

maintained  from  the  centred  population  throughout  the  District,  Y/ith  the 
exception  of  part  of  Catterick  Camp  which  is  collected  by  the  Military 
Authorities.  The  limitations  and  drav/backs  of  kerbside  collection  are 
well  knovm  to  the  Council,  but  the  increased  cost  of  house  collection  again 
precluded  any  change  in  the  service  being  possible  at  this  time.  Hov/ever, 
the  Council  propose  to  re-consider  the  whole  question  during  the  next 
financial  year. 

The  total  cost  of  providing  this  service  for  the  year  1963 >  was 
£  5,304  approximately,  compared  with  £  3,335  in  1962. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  tipping,  which  is  controlled  as 
far  as  possible,  and  as  top  soil  is  available. 

HOUSING 

12.  Improvement  Grants  -  Housing  ( Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  and 

Housing  Act,  1959. 

Forty-nine  applications  for  grants  were  received  during  the 
year,  and  all  but  one  were  granted  by  the  Council. 

13.  New  Houses  Erected  During  1963. 

A  total  of  forty-two  new  houses  v/as  erected  during  the  year, 
fourteen  by  the  Council  and  tv/enty-eight  by  private  enterprise. 

14*  Unfit  Houses. 

Three  hundred  and  fourteen  houses  were  inspected  for  housing 
defects  during  the  year,  and  forty-six  of  them  were  found  to  be  not  in  all 
respects  fit  for  human  habitation,  forty-one  of  these  were  subsequently 
made  fit,  one  house  was  demolished,  and  three  Closing  Orders  were  made. 

A  total  of  903  visits  was  made  to  houses  under  the  Act 
during  1963* 
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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OP  THE  DISTRICT 


15.  Nuisances. 

Pour  hundred  and  twelve  inspections  were  made  in  connection 
with  Nuisances,  and  in  182  cases,  statutory  nuisances  were  found. 

One  hundred  and  forty-six  of  these  were  abated  as  a  result  of  informal 
action,  work  on  the  remaining  thirty-six  being  in  course  of  completion 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  degree  of 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  with  regard  to  the 
abatement  of  nuisances.  In  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  an  informal 
approach  is  sufficient  to  secure  the  desired  result. 

16.  Rodent  Control. 

The  Council's  Rodent  Operator  was  kept  fully  employed  during 
the  year.  This  service  is  available  to  private  householders, 
agricultural  and  business  premises,  and  is  undertaken  normally  under 
a  form  of  Contract.  At  the  end  of  the  year  ninety-one  contracts 
were  in  operation.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


19.  Inspection  of  Meat. 

Mr.  F.  Brown  surrendered  the  licence  for  his  private 
slaughterhouse  at  "Green  View",  Scorton,  on  the  5th  August,  1963?  as  a 
result  of  ill-health.  This  left  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  on 
the  Register.  Again,  comment  must  he  made  on  the  high  standard  of 
animals  slaughtered,  the  majority  of  part  carcases  or  organs  rejected 
being  beast  and  sheep  livers  infested  with  liver  flukes,  and  pig  livers 
with  milk-spot. 

The  coming  into  operation  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations, 
1963,  on  the  1st  October  of  the  year  had  only  slight  effect  in  this  area, 
as  100  per  cent  meat  inspection  has  been  achieved  for  some  years,  although 
this  involves  some  Sunday  inspection,  and  vrorking  on  all  Bank  Holidays.

22.  Food  Hygiene. 

The  campaign  launched  last  year  was  continued  during  1963? 
principal  attention  being  given,  of  course,  to  premises  where  food  is 
actually  prepared  viz.  fried  fish  shops,  bakehouses,  licensed  premises, 
canteens,  restaurants,  hotels  and  cafes.  In  all  235  visits  were  paid 
to  such  premises,  whilst  a  further  492  visits  were  made  to  other  food 
shops. 

Generally,  it  was  found  that  a  considerable  improvement  had 
been  made,  and  this  is  reflected  by  the  fact  that  only  35  contraventions 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  found,  which  compares  favourably 
with  158  found  in  1962.  Thirty-two  of  the  contraventions  were 
remedied  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  majority  of  these  contraventions 
were  found  in  the  transport  cafes,  of  which  there  are  seven.  The 
difficulty  in  such  places  is  two-fold,  firstly  the  rapid  change-over  in 
staff  which  seems  to  be  a  feature  of  transport  cafes,  and  secondly,  the 
fact  that  cooking  appliances  are  in  use  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  and 
this,  of  course,  makes  effective  cleansing  difficult.

23.  Milk  Supplies. 

On  the  7th  February,  1963?  a  case  of  Sonne  Dysentery  was 
notified  to  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  This  case 
occurred  in  a  farmer  who  personally  carried  out  milking  a  herd  of 
twenty-five  pedigree  cows.  In  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease,  Notice  under  Section  41  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  was 
immediately  served  on  this  farmer,  and  he  ceased  work  on  the 
9th  February,  1963* 

The  farmer  was  not  permitted  to  resume  milking  duties  until 
the  4th  March,  1963?  hy  which  date  the  infection  had  cleared  up.

25.  Public  Buildings,  etc.  -  Section  59  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  Y/ork  of  inspection  of  certain  public  buildings,  e.g.  village 
halls,  was  completed  during  the  year.  In  conjunction  with  Officers  of 
the  North  Riding  County  Fire  Brigade,  all  twenty-two  halls  had  been 
inspected,  and  the  responsible  bodies  notified  of  the  Council’s 
recommendations  and  requirements.  Much  of  this  work  was  completed  by 
the  end  of  1963. 

26.  Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  sYri.mm.ing  pools  in  the  Council’s  District,  and 
both  are  situated  on  Crown  Land  at  Catterick  Camp.  One  is  an  open-air 
pool  owned  by  the  Vi/ar  Department,  and  information  in  respect  of  this 
cannot  be  obtained  from  the  Military  Authority. 

The  second  is  an  indoor  pool  o?m.ed  by  Sandes  Soldiers  Home. 

This  is  well  maintained  and  under  military  supervision  in  respect  of 
hygiene.  The  vra,ter  in  this  pool  is  from  the  War  Department  supply 
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Shimming  Pools  (Contd.) 

obtained  from  the  River  Swale,  and  treated  by  pressure  filtration  and 
chlorination,  circulation  of  the  water  being  continuous  through  the 
filter  and  chlorinator,  and  a  total  change  is  made  once  each  season. 
Samples  of  water  for  analytical  examination  are  taken  frequently  by  the 
military  authority,  and  a  report  of  the  results  given  to  the  manager  of 
the  swimming  pool  only  if  unsatisfactory.  No  adverse  report  was 
received  during  1963*
